FIVE COAST GUN SHOTS
OF 22 HIT AIR TARGET

Range of 3,000 Yards First
Maneuver of Its Kind.

B.r the Associated Press.
HAMPTON, Va., November 23..Five

hits out of a total of twenty-two shots
fired at an average range of 3,000
yards was the record established at i
Fort Monroe yesterday, when an
American seaplane provided a targetfor the anti-aircraft guns of the
coast artillery. I
The plane, piloted by Lieut. Pattersonof the Hampton roads naval base, i

dragged a sleeve target 14 feet longand 3 feet in diameter through the
air at an altitude ranging from 5.500
feet to 7,000 feet. The towline was
2.GOO feet in length. The gunners at
the fort fired twenty-two shots, five
of them being: close enough to cause
serious damage to a target as large
as the average plane, according to
observers who watched the practice.
On the last two of the eight courses

over which Lieut. Patterson towed
the target, the machine guns at theei
fort joined in the firing. While the
range was too long for them to be effective,the observers said their line of
fire, as marked by "tracer" bullets,
showed excellent marksmanship.
The firing was the first maneuver of

the kind ever to be attempted by the
air service and the coast artillery. Such
practice has been talked of for several
months, and officers of the fort decided
to try it out. They are highly pleased,
not only with the success of the maneuver,but also with the skill displayedby the gunners of the defense batteries.
The practice concluded the joint maneuversbetween the coast artillery 1
and the air service.

Lieut. Patterson was highly com-
mended for his daring and skillful work.
He piloted his nlane over tha
courses previously agreed upon without
a mishap.
